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Only well seasoned wolnut wilt go into a stock for 
your Anschutz Rifle. Stock length, Shape, Cheekrest 
ond the anatomic pistol grip ore the result of 
many years of tests by prominent Shooters. Porticu- 
lar attention was given to different size of men, 
as well os various shooting positions. All stocks are 
rubbed down ond oiled but not polished. A polished 
stock will slide too easy ond o scratch will show up 
ot once. A few drops of oil rubbed in from time to 
time is olwoys a good idea. 




The Ansdiutz 2-stage HAIR 
Motch trigger No. 1404-U8 

The ANSCHUTZ Z-sloge hair match trig- 
ger requires two odjustments; By Iqqs- 
erting {on H -clockwise) or tightening (dock- 
wise) the trigger spring odiustment screw 
No> 2@, the length of travel of the first 
stage con be shortened or lengthened 
accordingly. By means of the trigger pull lever screw No. 25 the degree of 
engogemenl of the coldi; link No. 23 in conjunction with the catch No. 2Z, con 
be adjusted. Gy loosening screw No. 25 (onti-clodcwise) the sensitivity is reduc- 
ed and by tightening (dockwise) Increased. At the ultimate point of engoge- 
ment the sear Is held at only a few 1/IDO mm. However, it should be noted that 
too fine on odtustment will couse uncertointy of cooking ond tf reversed will 
cause drag ond creep of the trigger. Trigger No. 20 moy be moved for occo- 
modolion of o smoll or large bond. 



The Anschutz 3 lbs one stage Match trigger No. 1411-U8 

Each 3 lbs trigger is factory regulated to o pull of 3 lbs. To increase Ihe weight 
of pull turn screw No, 28 clockwise. To remove the creep of Ihe trigger, it has 
to be adjusted In Ihe opposite way tike two stage hair trigger. 

Trigger No. 2D moy be moved for occomodotion of o small or large hand. 

The Ansdiutz combined double set/single trigger mechanism 
No. 5039 




The combined double sel/single trigger has Iwo possibililles. It con be used os 
o supersensltive single trigger ond also os o 2-stoge hoir trigger, in the letter 
cose the odjuslmenl being the some like Ihe normal ANSCHUTZ 2-$foge hair 
Match trigger. Using the single trigger only the adiustment Is os follows: Push 
trigger level No. 20a forword the trigger 
level 20 is set and ready for use. 



To increase sensitivity, the trigger spring 
adjustment screw No. 2S must be turn' 
ed onti'dockwise. It is odvisoble to turn 
this screw so for thot the trigger goes 
off by itself- then turn screw clockwise 
by a quorter turn to produce a very fine 
pull. Trigger No. 20 may be rnoved for 
occomodotion of o sma!l or large hand.

For the Anschutz Motch Rifle there is o choice 
of 2 sights the No. ^702 Micro sight with 
scale or the Micro sight No. 6700. The rear 
sight is mounted on a roil which slides on the 
grooved receiver bridge. Two knurled press- 
ure screws are provided for locking the roil 
to the receiver. The receiver sight is odjust- 
oble to obtain desired eye-distance. 



Peep sight discs moy be hod with various 
apertures such os 1,1 and 1,2 m/m diam. Any 
other size may be ordered speciaL The small 
size is recommerided for strong light and the 
larger one when less light is available.

How to adjust the Anschutz Micro Sight No, 
6702, It IS a well known foci thot the Anschutz 
No. 6702 holds its odjustment due to its pre- 
cise click arrangement from click to click

Zero Setting of the Micro Sight 

At normol weather — wind and light condi- 
tion-target in your Anschutz ot Dead Center 

Then proceed os follows: 

A) Loosen up the 2 retaining screws of the 
two indicotors, set the windage indicator 
exactly on the centerline marking and the 
elevatton indicator exactly at the distance 
(For Example if it is 50 Meters on 50) ond 
tighten the lock screws. 

B) There is underneath the Knurled Knobs 
for elevation and windage a lock screw 
to be opened up sufficiently to allow the 
lifting of both Knurled Knobs to be turned 
without dick, eosy setting. 

C) Turn so that the number *0* (Zero) is vis- 
ible in the direction of the shooter, allow 
Knob to drop bock. 

D) Tighten up both lock screws. 

Now your Micro Sight is zeroed in for Nor- 
mal shooting ronge. 




Anschutz Micro sight No, 4700 odjustment. 
The No. 6700 is o precision instrument of fine 
quoitty, 

1) Elevation the adjustment knob has stops. 
From stop to stop there is ot 50 meter 
2,5 m/m and ot 100 meter 5 m/m elevation 
difference. 

2) Windage is controlled by two Knurled set 
screws working as a team. This eliminates 
any change of the sight setting not wanted. 
These two set screws hove 6 surfaces. From 
surface to surface ore to be figured a change 
of 2,5 m/m for 50 meters distance ond 5 m/m 
for 100 meters. In between setting con be 
made os found necessary as there are no 
dicks. If the rifle shoots to the right, release 
left screw ond tighten up the right side screw 
ond the same reversed procedure if rifle 
shoots to the left.

The yellow light filter can be 
put in place by using o clean piece of linen or 
soft leather. 



has two types of interchongeoble inserts one 
with a squore post ond one with a round 
operture. The post type may be bod in 5 dif- 
ferent sizes 2A 2,3, 2,6 and 3,4 m/m width. 
The round aperture sight con be furnished in 
sizes 1,7 to 5,5 m/m eoch 0,1 rn/m more in size. 
However, experience has proved that such 
round apertures with a smoll hole ore bad for 
the eye and do cause errors in Shooting. For 
this reoson for 50 meters at the Internotional 
Smoll Bore Targe! o round operture should 
not be smaller than 3,5 m/m and for 1 00 meters 
2,9 m/m. 



The design of the Globe front sight serves 
as a front sight protector as well as a light 
control and the insert can be chonged by 
releasing the lock screw. If the light is very 
strong two cylindrical extensions can be 
attached os illustrated. (Order No. 6525/26), 

The Anschutz Spirit-level 
The ANSCHUTZ Spirit-level {for Front Sight 
6522-1) enables the shooter to correct imme- 
diately his position before firing eoch single 
round. 

The ANSCHUTZ Spirit-level is inserted into 
the Globe Foresight ond can be eosily turned 
in such a manner that when oiming with the 
rifle in o comfortable position the bubble of 
the spirit-level equolizes above the pointer. 
In this position the spirit-level is set by means 
of o ca ref u! turn of the screw 'A' clockwise. 

The Anschutz Iris 

gives you 8 different apertures 0,8 — ^1,7 m/m 
which gives you the facility to shoot under 
any light condition. You don't need to carry 
ony further various discs os the Iris opens 
like a camero shutter and is always perfectly 
round due to its unique construction. 

The Anschutz Sling Strap 
for the Shooter so importont may be had for 
right bond or heft bond. Through the setting 
of the loop which is covered with special 
rubber o firm grip of the arm sling is assured 
and makes it easy to make any further cor- 
rection instantly and without any difficulty. 
Specially desirable for prone and in knee 
position shooting.

Again in the same turn 
tighten both screws good and tight Be sure thot the top of front 
assembly screw and obuttment plate ore not in touch with the 
corresponding hole ond rabbet of the action.

No. 4401 The Cleaning Rod Guide

Before starting always dry swob the borrel 
of your Rifle. After you are through shooting 
it is always best to clean and oil your rifle. 
Remove the bolt, to avoid domoging it is 
always best to insert a cleaning Rod Guide 
os the No. 4401 illustrated obove in the 
breech. If there is some Gun Flannel use it as 
otherwise it will not take the grooves prop- 
erly, Push the cleaning rod forward until the 
beginning con be seen ot the muzzle. In case 
you pushed the cleaning plug through all the 
way never try to pull bock. Just dismount the 
plug and then withdraw the Rod. Renew potch 
until it stays cl eon, then spray on o few drops 
of good gun oil ond swab the barrel once 
more. Never use steel or wire brushes, never 
scratch around in the barrel, olways a full 
length stroke. 
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Zimmerstutzen Care 




Ago In we advise to clean out the barrel and swob dry before 
storting to shoot After you are finished shooting dean out the 
borrel of your Zimmerstutzen. We supply with each Zimmer- 
stutzen a cleaning outfit consisting of 



1 Cleaning Rod 
1 Brass Brush 
T Bristle Brush 
1 Rod Tip 



Remove as above the bolt and insert o wooden cleaning Rod 
Guide No, 4401. The residues of the Zimmer ammo require a 
brass brush for cleaning then follow with a patch to remove 
whatever there is still left in the barrel Follow up with an oil 
soaked patch. Never use steel brushes at any time. 
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The outside tube of the Zimmerstutzen barrel never needs clean- 
ing os it has a slot underneoth to allow escape for any residues.
